At this rally 
MEREDITH stated the American Negro has a lot of "shaping up" 
to do before he can expect to live better. He told the 
Negro males to start acting like a man around the house, he 

^ admonished Negroes of both sexes to stay out of bars and 

look for work, and he urged the colored communities to strive^ X, 
for good schools instead of squabbling over integrated cduca-^^ 
tion. 

Following MEREDITH'S speech, KING advised the 1500 
people present that this black power thing has taught the 
Negro one thing, that is, that there are going to be some 
serious fights among the Negroes to determine where the Negro 
X is going. According to KING, there is no separate black path 

to power and there is no separate white path to power. Power 
does not lie in Molotov cocktails, bricks, stones, or guns. 
If every Negro in the United States turns to violence, KING 
stated he would stand as a lone voice, saying that was not 
the way. He indicated he was sick and tired of violence. 
He also stated that the Negro needs the white man to free him it 
from his fears and the white man*<fieeds the Negro to free him v\ 
from his guilt. The destinies of the white and Negro are inter- 
twined whether the people like it or not.

King mentioned that he got "sick" when Lester haddox 
was chosen as the Deo.ocratic nominee for Governor of Georgia, 
and he added that he could see that slclaiess developing in the 
entire nation, de said he could see a tragic developr^ent taking 
place and that black power was at its nost powerless point 
right now.

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On October 1, 1966, a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
Clarence Jones and Stanley Levi son were in contact on that 
date. Their conversation concerned the following: 



Jones ren;arked that he was ^oing to Chicago, Illinois, 
later during the day (October 1, 1966;. He said he also learned 
that the benefit show which had been scheduled for the SCLC 
had been postponed due to the illness of Sanmiy Davis. Levison^^ 
remarked he was glad it had been postponed since very little 
effort had been expended to laake the show a success. 

Levi son mentioned that h>artin Luther King was in Atlanta 
and was very upset and depressed over events in the country. 
Levi son remarked that King had been talking and making speeches 
and did not know what he was saying, and as a result of King's 
depression, Levi son said he suggested to King that he hold a 
three day conference with the Research Committee in New York or 
Chicago during the week of the tenth of this month* t 
King had agreed. This meeting, Levi son stid, would be followed by 
SCLC staff meetings. 

Jones rer;.arked that talks were needed very nuch; that 
he personally had sor.e arguments with some close friends of 
his; that while he felt very strongly that white racism was 
fundamentally the problem in terms of coalition with white 
forces in America, there was no person in the civil rights 
movement who ideologically was taking issue with Stokely 
Carmlchael. He said he thought Carr.lchael was reaping political 
havoc, that he must be isolated as though he were a "black 
Trotskyite". Carmichael, Jones said, is insane and that nobody 
was going after him with a hami..er and tong and there was too 
much toleration of hin. According to Jones, there comes a tin

(Phonetic) 
furnished them with ten full time organizers to organize thesef^ 
services. 

Jones inquired of Levison who is running the SCLC 
at this time. Levison said Hosea (*iosea Williams) is In 
charge of "Southern direct act ion James Bevel, is dlrector^^ 
of "Korthern direct action"; Dorothy Cotton is In charge of 
citizenship training, and Fred Bennett Is In charge of public 
relations. 

According to Levison, while he was in Chicago, he 
met Gould haynard (Phonetic).

This rally, which will begin at 
7 p.m.. Is being sponsored by the Interfaith - Interracial 
Council of the Clergy, and was described by a leader of this 
group as the biggest, most fruitful rally ever held for the 
benefit of civil rights in Philadelphia. The proceeds from 
the rally will go toward the Meredith Mississippi March. 

This article furi^hcr reflects that the Interfaith - 
Interracial Council of the Clergy was* founded following the 
North Philadelphia riots two years ago by the Rev. WILLIAM L.

conference at Love Field, Dallas, upon his arrival in Dallas 
on the afternoon of the same day. 

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in thejast, advised on September 26, 1966, that 
members of the Dallas Unit, American Nazi Party (ANP)(See 
appendix), picketed briefly in front of Dallas Memorial 
Auditorium on the night of Septem^r 25, 1966. Source t^v //^ 

Identified them as Jerald T.'ifalraven, officer in charge of - 
the Dallas Unit ANP; Alvis Nel;^r^«ray; Johnny^Oillhouse; and 
Doji-'Hock, the latter not know ;to be a member of the ANP as yet, 
but active to a limited extent in ANP affairs in recent weeks* 
Source stated all were taken by police to police headquarters 
and released.

AMERICAN NAZI PARTY 

OF THE WORLD UNION OF FREE ENTERPRISE 
NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, ALSO KNOWN AS 
THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 



In his book "This Time The World," copyrighted in 1961, 
George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National 
Socialists (ANP - WUFENS) , Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond Nevs Leader/* 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that George 
Lincoln Rockwell bad, on the previous day, again applied for the 
American Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, 
but this request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission. This action was taken pursuant to an act'>of the 
1962 Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National' 
Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that Rockwell's Party is presently chartered in the State 
of Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 4, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - WUFENS 
was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell as his residence in 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party headed 
by Adolf Hitler He added that Rockwell is the dominant force 
and personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" of 
hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, c ii' 
through speeches, distribution df literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
States and in foreign countries. . ; 

According to the ."Storm troo per • s Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses;" 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party;" third, "organizing the people who have been converted 
to our propaganda;" and fourth., "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses."

On September 16, 1965, the Source advised that George 
Lincoln Roclcirell believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is now into the fourth stage, to 
wit, the '^attainment of power through the votes of the newly-won 
Basses." The source stated Rockwell believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November, 1965, 
gobernatorial election in the State of Virginia.

The Dallas Unit of the American Nazi Party (ANP) 
is a local chapter of the ANP, which has its national head- 
quarters in Arlington, Virginia. Robert Alan Surrey, a 
Dallas printing salesman, is Southwestern Regional Coordinator, 
and Jerald Thomas Walraven is the "Lieutenant** in charge 
of the Dallas Unit, ANP. 

^ As of July, 1966, the Dallas Unit consisted of 

an estimated 20 persons, of which about five persons were 

^ storm troopers. The Dallas Unit had no headquarters as of 

that time, but was using the mailing addresses P. 0. Box 
22071 and P. O. Box 3980, Dallas, Texas. 

Activity consisted of meetings, held on a fairly 
regular monthly basis, of a social group and weekly meetings, 
held every Thursday night, of the storm trooper group. 
Demonstration activity was at a minimum because, according 
to statements made by Jerald Thomas Walraven, the Dallas 
ANP was so ill-prepared for such activity, being made up of 
such a small group of storm troopers, and the sloppy attitude 
of those storm troopers in the Dallas Unit.
